Farmers of the Vulcan district, as 
well as outside points, attended lhe 
eleventh annual Advance Rumeiy 
power farming school which was con¬ 
ducted by Herman Ulrich the dealer, 
in the Oddfellows’ ball, Vulcan, Janu¬ 
ary Kith. The registration was par¬ 
ticularly gratifying, approximately 
100 attending. 

This is the second year that the 
schools have been held in this prov¬ 
ince outside of (lie branch houses. 

There are thirty-one to bn conduct¬ 
ed in Alberta, at Empress, Cluny, 
Bassano, High River, * Vulcan, Car- 
stairs, Olds, I’onoka, A Wetaskivv in, 
Sedgi'wiek, Viking, Stony Plain, Ed¬ 
monton, St. Paul, Mundare, Earnout, 
Alix, .vfelicine ’Hat.

Farmers Should Prepare Now to 
Select Their Seed Grain 

While admitting the importance of 
high fertility and good cultivation as 
essential for a good seed-bed, let us 
not forget the importance of sowing 
good sound seed, pure as to variety, 
free from weed -seeds, of high vital¬ 
ity, and which has been treated for 
smut. The time never was more op¬ 
portune or more ripe .for the neces¬ 
sity of sowing pure seed than it is 
today, says Mr. Breakey ef the Do¬ 
minion Experimental Farm, Brandon. 
With the ever-increasing weed prob¬ 
lem, and the multiplicity of varieties 
that are on the market, the time is 
at hand when we must sow pure seed 
if we expect to reap the -highest re¬ 
turns from our farms. The wide- 
Uwake farmer does not wait until the 
la\t minute to prepare and clean his 
seedy and will always be found ready 
when seeding time arrives, to sow 
seed that has been cleaned, of good 
germination, and “which has been 
treated for smut. 

The practice of the Morden Experi 
mental Station, in regard to seed 
'grain, is to clean all grain intended 
for seed purposes shortly after freeze 
um^ai*4 to forward two-pound sam- 
/Sfes to the Dominion Seed Branch, 
Winnipeg, for grading and germina¬ 
tion test. The Seed* Branch, Winni¬ 
peg, will test samples of grain from 
past seasons’ crop received before 
January 1, free of charge. Too few 
farmers avail themselves of this op¬ 
portunity. 

With the long winter days at hand, 
when the farmer has ample time to 
spare, why not crank the little gas 
engine, start the fanning mill going, 
get the seed grain ready, and be pre¬ 
pared for the big rush in the spring. 
For those farmers who are intending 
purchasing seed grain, now is the 
time to get busy. Don’t delay, but 
secure your seed early, then you wll 1 
have no worries about seed grain 
when spring opens lip. In a seed 
grain survey made in Manitoba, one 
firmer was sowing shed supposed to 
be Marquis, but upon analysis, only 
60 per cent, was Marquis, while the 
other 40 p»r cent, consisted of weed 
seeds, and- other varieties of grains. 
We cannot hope to produce grain 
that will maintain our high standards 
on world markets, if more attention 
is not given to the seed w-c sow.

A revelation of the cpmmon dan¬ 
gers of the home and its surround¬ 
ings is contained in a remarkable 
booklet entitled “Farm Hazards’’ a 
free copy of which can be had by 
anyone on application to the local 
branch of the Bank of Montreal. 
This booklet, which records the fact 
that about one in four of the fatal 
accidents in this country actually 
occur in the home, is designed to 
awaken the people of the rural dis¬ 
tricts of Canada to the distressing 
prevalence of preventable accidents 
at home, and to show how easily 
most of these accidents can be pre¬ 
vented. 

Though it is full of good advice, 
it is necessary to read the booklet 
to discover how amazingly fertile the 
average home and farm is in the 
things that make the accidents hap¬ 
pen and how they can be prevented 
is given in actual photographs, over 
BOO of which are reproduced. There 
is also a chapter on first aid reme¬ 
dies. telling exactly what to do when 
anyone gets hurt. 

Safety organizations have done 
much in the cause of accidents pre¬ 
vention in the cities, but hitherto 
little has been done in the cause of 
accident prevention on farms and 
in country homes. 

The Bank of Montreal by issuing 
this booklet is doing its part to sup 
ply the deficiency. Get a copy. It is 
free, and may save life or limb in 
your own family. 

MODERN FARM MACHINERY 

“The most impressive development 
of all time in agriculture has been 
the advent of modem farm machin¬ 
ery.” Mr. J. McGregor Smith of the 
Dept, of Agricultural Engineering, 
University of Alberta, has to his 
credit an admirable written book on 
“Some Power Problems of the Farm’’ 
Farming is becoming more than ever 
an affair of power and less a matter 
of manual labor and slow moving 
animals. Mr. Smith in his book shows 
the fundamental influence of power, 
and the necessity for its correct ap¬ 
plication. He also is very clear iif 
explanation of some of the pitfalls 
of practical application that often/ 
result in failure to make the most of- 
what agricultural engineers provide. 


The proposed changes in Alberta’s 
school system will perhaps be the 
most discussed subject this winter in 
connection with the Legislative ses- 
; non. Hon. Perrin Baker has, in a 
ate issue of the U.F.A. magazine, a 
very complete explanation. In intro¬ 
duction Mr. Baker explains that the 
buying of education for a man’s 
children is no less a problem than 
the selling of his wheat. He has 
learned the value of co-operative 
methods in wheat selling. May these 
co-operative methods in education 
not be fruitful of greater results, 
than the present individualistic meth¬ 
od. 

.At present there are 3000 rujal 
schools practicing individualistic ed¬ 
ucation. The weaknesses are appar¬ 
ent. 

1. The inability to hold rurally 

the more ambitious and able teachers 
Seven hundred teachers annually . 
leave the profession, their places to 
be filled by seven hundred recruits. 
Rural teaching offers little promotion 
Ten years experience-furnishes little 
extra recognition. Many children re¬ 
ceive their entire training from in¬ 
experienced youth. z 

2. It is impossible intelligently to 
select the ideal teacher for a com¬ 
munity from a sheaf of written ap¬ 
plications. The tragedy of a very 
good teacher in the wrong type of 
school is frequent. 

3. The present system lacks sup¬ 
ervision. Much money is wasted to 
ratepayers, through the lack of a 
little intelligent guidance to youth- ! 
ful teachers who lack merely ex- • 
perjience. 

4. There is no effective means of 
eliminating the inefficient Teachers 
are too' often merely shuffled round, 
the inefficient finding a position 
readily in another quarter. 

The proposed changes to remedy 
some of these faults would establish 
large co-operative upits, dividing tjte 
3000 rural districts into 20 divisions 
of 150»schools each. Each division to 
have a board of five directors elected 
by ratepayers by wards. These 
boards will engage, place and dismiss 
the 150 teachers in their division. In 
other respects the local boards will 
function jts before. Each division 
will have a' superintendent and two 
assistants for supervision, the super¬ 
intendents advising the board. 

The local district will retain its fin 
uncial responsibilities except that of 
paying the teacher. 

For the payment of the teacher’s 
salaries, the most favored is to unite 
all the twenty divisions in one taxing 
area, with a general board consisting 
of the chairman of each division 
board. The general board fixes rate 
of pay, draws up its budget and fixes 
a common mill rate for the area. 
Pay cheques would be issued from 
the general office. - 

The advantages of this are: 

1. Greater financial stability. Reg¬ 
ional crop failures etc. affect single 

i areas, but not the general province. 

2. A more general distribution of 
cost. 

3. The application of a general 
salary schedule, adequate to the re¬ 
sponsibility of the profession. 

4. A lessening of responsibilities 

for each division. j 

The results expected are: ; 

1. Full time operation of all ele¬ 
mentary schools. , 

2. Better provision for secondary 
education. The large scale co-opera¬ 
tion. would make possible rural high 
school centres especially adapted to 
the needs of rural young people. 

3. A fairer disrtibution of educa¬ 
tional cost. 

4. The retaining of more of the 
experienced teachers, through more 
attractive conditions, thorough super 
vision, greater stability in holding 
teachers, the elimination of the inef¬ 
ficient. 

5. Greater, harmony in rural dis- , 
tricts through the removal of the 
source of champion neighbor quar¬ 
rels. the choice of teacher. 

6. A simplification of tax collect¬ 
ing. - *

The lectures 
cover a wide range of subjects and 
have been given by the greatest Eng 
lish lecturers of the world and on a 
variety of subjects. These include 
records of lectures on “The New Rus ■ 
sia” by Hon. H. A. Fisher of Oxford, 
"Shakesperian Recital” by Forbes 
Robertson, “Good Speech,” by Wal¬ 
ter Ripman, “The Englishman 
Through the Ages” by Professor Par 
sons, “Introduction to Physics”'* by 
Sir Oliver Lodge and an infinite var¬ 
iety of similar subjects. A series of 
records on music are given by Dr. 
Percy Buck, and also instruction in 
French Language courses. It may¬ 
be seen that great range is covered in 
this attempt to bring memorable or 
useful lectures within reach of many 
who otherwise might never have such 
an opportunity.

The annual convention of the U.F. 
A. and U.F.W.A. of Alberta held in 
Eldmonton during the past week has 
been one of the most successful 
j events in the history of the organiza- 
| tions. H. W. Wood, the veteran 
| president of the U.F.A., was unani¬ 
mously re-elected to this office for 
! his fourteenth successive term. Mrs. 
R. B. Gunn who has retired from the 
leadership of the U.F.W.A. after five 
years service in this position will be 
succeeded by Mrs A. H. Waskatenau. 

The steady growth of the Alberta 
Government Telephone System is in¬ 
dicated by the announcement in the 
monthly letter of the department 
that for the first time in the history 
of the system over 60,000 telephone 
stations are in operation. The exact 
number shown at the end of the year 
is 60,222 representing a gain of 3,171 
during 1928. A large number of tele 
phones have been installed recently 
around the. following points on the 
new Willingdon-Edmonton line; Elk 
Island, St. Michael, ‘Andrew, Gries- 
mach, Wiilingdon, Starr, Josephburg, 
Wostock and Beaver Hill. 

! Plans are now being made for the 
twenty-fourth annual convention of 
the Alberta Dairymen's Association 
to be held in Edmonton on February 
6 and 7, 1929, under the joint auspi¬ 
ces of the association and the pro- 
_ I vincial department of agriculture. In 
I eluded in the speakers who will ad- 
I dress the gathering are Dr. J. A. Rud 
dick, Dominion Dairy Commissioner; 
l)r E. G. Hood, Chief of the Federal 
Division of Dairy Research; Prof. W. 
Sadler Professor of Dairying at the 
University of B. C.; Jos. Burgess 
Chief of the Federal Division of_ 
Dqjj-y Produce; and representatives 
of the University of Alberta and the 
Department of Agriculture The 
boys’ and girls’ dairy cattle judging 
competition and dairy demonstration 
will again be popular features of the 
program as will also the milk and 
cream competition and the DeLaval 
provincial and inter-provinciall cream 
ery butter contests. 


During ten months of 1928, 316,- 
608 head of beef cattle were shipped 
to the United States. 

Immigration to Canada in the first 
ten months of last year totalled 154,- 
423 as compared with 148,414 in the 
corresponding period of 1927. 

A general doctor is a man that 
when he says you have quinsey, you 
die of a broken leg.

Charter amendments at Edmonton 
suggest the electing of Aldermen re¬ 
gardless of property qualifications. If 
these amendments are approved by 
the council, legislature and by voters 
themselves, a number of changes will 
take place in civic election procedure. 

Engineers in investigating the pos¬ 
sibilities of tunnelling under Gibral¬ 
tar claim that the physical difficul¬ 
ties are not great. The only real ob¬ 
stacle is financial, there being no Af¬ 
rican railway connection at present. 
This would delay the paying end of 
such a proposition for some years. 

Copies of a pamphlet entitled 
“Rural Education in Alberta’’ have 
recently been sent out from the office 
of Hdti. Perren Baker, Minister of 
Education, to each rural school board 
and teacher in the province and to 
the locals of other rural organiza¬ 
tions interested in educational mat¬ 
ters. This contains an outline of the 
changes in the school system to be 
introduced to the Legislature at the 
coming session. Additional copies of 
this publication may be secured at 
any time from the Department of Ed 
ucation. 

Two blocks of frontage on 109th 
Street immediately north of the site 
of the Parliament Buildings has been 
purchased recently by the Provincial 
Government. According to plans an¬ 
nounced by the Premier, it is propos¬ 
ed to erect on this property new of¬ 
fice buildings which will accommo¬ 
date the government departments at 
present housed in the old Parliament 
Buildings and in the downtown sec¬ 
tion of the city. Provision will also 
be made for the establishment of the 
offices required at a later date to ad¬ 
minister the natural resources when 
these are taken over by the province. 

Authority has been given by the 
provincial government, under The 
Public Inquiries Act, to the commis¬ 
sion appointed by the government of 
Saskatchewan, on the grading and 
marketing of grain, to hold sittings 
in Alberta. This action has been 
taken at the request of the commis¬ 
sion itself, which has felt that in or¬ 
der to make its inquiries as complete 
as possible, it should extend them to 
this province also, which it could not 
do unless clothed with some author¬ 
ity from the Alberta Government 
Desiring to co-operate with the sister 
province and to facilitate the work of 
its commission as much as possible, 
the necessary powers have now been 
conferred upon the commission, 
which will therefore have the right to 
hold sittings in Alberta on the same 
basis as in its own province. It is not 
known how many sittings will be 
held, but presumably the larger cen¬ 
tres will be included in the itinerary 
and possibly some of the leading rur¬ 
al shipping points. 


The opening of the Alberta Legis¬ 
lature has been postponed from Janu 
ary 24th to January 31st, it was an¬ 
nounced during the past week by 
Premier Brownlee. This change has 
been made necessary aS a-result of 
the recent^ illness of a number of 
members of the cabinet and the con¬ 
sequent delay in the preparation of 
the legislation which will come be¬ 
fore the House. 

The B. C. government has decided 
to u^e a nine-ton snow plow to keep 
the Crows’ Nest Pass open twelve 
months of the year. The latest mod¬ 
el 18-foot grader caterpillar plow will 
be used. The B. C. people are hop¬ 
ing that Alberta will keep her share 
of the highway open in similar way. 
This southern highway open all year 
would be a great advantage to motor 
ists. 

Of interest to sportsmen in the 
province will be the announcement 
that some 2000 Mongolian and Chin¬ 
ese ring-necked pheasants will be im¬ 
ported during the coming summer by 
the Calgary Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion. These birds will be liberated 
throughout the southern part of- the 
province where 1800 were placed last 
season as part of the Game Associa¬ 
tion’s plan for restocking Alberta’s 
game bird supply. 

W. T. Alexander and F. H. Alexan¬ 
der of Winnipeg were sentenced to 
three years to the penitentiary on 
convictions of fraud and conspiracy 
in connection with the Great West 
Permanent Loan Co., Canadian Trust 
Co. and Canadian National Fire In- 
sumce Co. They were found guilty- 
on 131 counts. The questions arises 
will the courts compel the Alexan¬ 
ders to disgorge t£e money taken 
from these companies. 

In the Provincial LibraiV under 
the direction of Hon. George iJoadley 
there is a branch of Archives' of the 
Province in which a large amount of 
source material of Alberta htstoiy 
has already been gathered. This 
branch is anxious to secure any man¬ 
uscripts or journals containing the 
memories of early settlers which will 
serve as a historical record of the be¬ 
ginnings of community life, or any 
information respecting the existence 
of the same; also any existing early 
photographs of important \persons 
and events. Communications dealing 
with the above may be addressed to 
Mr. J. A. Jaffary, Provincial Librar¬ 
ian and Archivist, Edmonton. 

President Wood, speaking to the 
Latter Day Saints at Cardston, gave 
some good advice to his people. He 
said that every quarter section should 
have 100 turkeys, 100 good hens, 60 
ewes, 10 milk cows, and a few pigs. 
It should grow enough oats, barley 
and hay for all feed, without relying 
on the wheat crop. No wheat coun¬ 
try in the world can keep, on growing 
wheat without going bankrupt. Too 
many people depend on the wheat 
for their entire revenue and all too 
often the wheat crop fails. But the 
farmer should safeguard himself 
with numbers of by-products which 
could be depended upon to pay taxes 
and to support the family. Then let 
the speculative wheat prospect .be 
“velvet.” This would mean IVeedom 
from worry and prosperity.
